Reduction in Price 

Small Consolation 

No shortage west of Great 
Lakes, Toronto in bad straits. 
Hoarding alleged reason 

This is no longer a land of plenty, 
no. a land of milk and honey. No sucn 
fanciful terms apply. Rationing has 
hit butter this week, and that is a very 
tender spot for most people. 

The ne\v order was announced Sun¬ 
day night. (tSy popular consent Sun¬ 
day ulv\ays seems to be the day for 
all the dirtiest work on the war front, 
ami tor announcement of all the little 
impositions on civilians). Beginning 
last Monday, Jha'lf a pound weekly is 
the allotment per person of butter. 
The butter coupons come off the 
brown sheet (C spare) jn the ration 
books. 

The half-pound lation is available 
-to every member of the household. 
The order covers all butter including 
dairy purchases from the farm. The 
farmer is expected to hold to the ra¬ 
tion of others in his own use of butter. 

Any consumer who has on hand 
more than one pound of butter for 
each member of the household must 
report such holdings to the nearest 
ration board. This report must be fur- 
waiUed not later than January 8. This 
rationing will extend to May. 

.Dairy butter makers, beginning the 
end of January and monthly there¬ 
after, must turn in coupons which 
they have collected along with other 
documents, to the local ration board. 

Dairy butter producers, consuming 
their own butter must adhere to the 
half-pound ration. 

The brown coupons are good only 
for a period of two weeks unlike the 
tea, coffee and sugar coupons, wmch 
can be used later. 

The restaurant patron ntay use only 
one pat of butter for his meals, and 
butter is served only on request. 

It appears that the big cry for ra¬ 
tioning comes from Toronto and 
Windsor. Board officials said no re¬ 
ports of acute butter shortage came 
from west of Fort William. Toronto 
has no notion of ever suffering alone. 

Increase of Subsidy 

The Prices Board announces a re¬ 
duction in retail price of butter 
amounting to about 2 cents a pound. 
The board will also compensate pro- 
itucers by an increase from 6 to 10 cts. 
a pound in the subsidy now paid on 
butterfat used in manufacture of 
creamery butter. The subsidy wi.l 
revert to 6 cents next May 1. 

Donald'Gordon of the Price Control 
Board, made a broadcast about this 
latest ration • on Sunday night. He 
spoke of greedy and unscrupulous 
people who have been hoarding butter 
in large quantity, thus creating the 
butter crisis and forcing rationing 
upon all people.’ 

The question which rose in the pub¬ 
lic mind*on that, speech, was that be¬ 
fore such a statement was made there 
must have been some knowledge of 
the identity of the hoarders. Why 
not jump them and force them to dis¬ 
gorge .rather than penalize the vast 
public which does no hoarding. 

In fact the hoarding has probably 
resulted from pll the rumors emanat¬ 
ing from Ottawa that tilitter might be 
rationed. One minister would -ay 
rationing is imminent. Another would 
say he saw no likelithbod of any need 
for.rationing. The public has been 
kept in a dither for months, and the 
result has been that those nidiff sub¬ 
ject to jitters begat: to put the stuff 
auay . . --;-!_,_ 

It’s just too had for the rest of us. 
And it is certainly going to put pres¬ 
sure on the housewife who extends 
hospitality over the holiday season. 
Short term visitors scarcely expect to 
produce ration cards. 

When people start down t.> work jn 
the mominr nt 8.30 or 0 oTlook they 
keep Pursing the righteous thought 
that they are really getting tb work at 
7.30 or 8 o’clock. But.at n ; ght they 
never bother thinking' that they are 
actually quitting work at 4.30 or 5 p. 
m. Someway it doesn’t seem so im¬ 
portant.

Rhoda Soobbie Has Miraculous Escape 
In Train Wreck In The East 


Two young stenographers in the II. 
C.M.P. intelligence branch Ottawa, 
theirclothes torn and faces begrimed, 
walked out of I'niau.-Station, scarcely 
believing that they -were^ alive and 
sound. ♦ 

They were Rita Burns of Renfrew, 
^it., and Rhoda Scobie of Vulcan, 
passengers in the rear car of the C. 
P.R. train whicli wv struck from the 
rear by a: troop train at Almonte Sun¬ 
day, 

The t n coTTi nt i v p ttrrr th ro u g h th eir 
car, scattering it In pieces, and went 
on to wreck two othe^ cars—but they 
escaped with scarcely a scratch. 

“There was a joit, the lights went 
out and there was a terrific noise, and 
we were flying through the air,” Said 
Miss Scobie. “I was sure I was going 
to die—it never entered my head that 
v e could escape.” 

“All at once there was no seat be¬ 
neath us.” said Miss Bums. “The 
floor, ceiling and wall jilst parted and 
we were flying with pieces of wreck¬ 
age all- around us. Everything just 
seemed to go to pieces.” 


After describing their feelings when 
they found they had landed together 
and apparently unnurt, they told how 
they leturned to the wreck. 

“No one appeared to have climbed 
out,” Miss Burns said. “What we saw 
was a pile of debris, ‘with bodies all 
around and an engine on top of one 
of the cars. 

“We ran over to one pile under 
which there were three people, one 
an old man who seemed tb be dead. 
There was a woman with something 
v long with her neck who wanted us 
.to move her but we were afraid to. 
“Then we went to an airwoman who 
was lying in the middle of the road. 
She had been thrown there and it was 
a long way from the wreck. 

“She apparently had both her legs 
and wrists broken and she wanted us 
to stay with her. We found a bed- 
jacket and put it under her head and 
left her -with another woman.” 
w Miss Scobie is well-known in Vul¬ 
can, where her parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
John Scobie reside. Mi«* Scobie left 
here about two years ago to work at 
Ottawa.

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THE NEW YEAR 

AY the year 1943 be a happy one for you!” This 
wish is being expressed within the past few days 
as freely and frequently as in any past year. And yet 
everyone feels that it is to some degree a fantastic hope 
so long as the-world lacks the solid basis of peace ana 
amity between peoples. It is true that 1943 is an un¬ 
known, unexplored experience. It may be a year of 
great things. By some power or influence still invis¬ 
ible, the warring world may come to see the futility 
and evil of mounting waste and destruction. Men may 
lay down arms and seek the ways of peace. If that 
should come about, then 1943 will in truth be a happy 
“year and a great year, a year that will be blessed with¬ 
in the memory of man. In the light of recent develop¬ 


ments, the Allied nations enter the new year on a more 
hopeful note than at any time sipce the war began. 
Their growing strength may bring to a speedier end the 
ghastly conflict which has separated families, and laid 
upon mankind, the dark toll of fine young lives. 

There is little hope,, however, that peace will be at¬ 
tained without still further losses, and further sacrifice 
and suffering. With such prospects in view for the 
coming year, any happiness which may be extracted 
will be a matter of individual effort. It will take cour¬ 
age and determination to face and rise above the dread 
probabilities which may lie in the future. So long as 
war hangs over the world we will be companioned by 
thought of suffering and violence, and perhaps personal 
losses. This sense of tragedy ahead is inevitable. But 
as a buffer against the grief of the larger world, it is 
possible to exercise a happy influence within one’s owii 
immediate sphere.

-Vitamin P is the vital sunshine vit¬ 
amin, which is supplied in the winter 
by cod liver oil. It is available also 
in small amounts in fat-fleshed fish

Consumers or non-registered hoarding houses 
having in their possession the equivalent of 
more than one pound of butter for each 
person in the household, must Ircforc January. 
3, 1943, report their holdings to the nearest 
office of this Board. They must forward jfllh 
their reports the number of butter coupons 
representing their butter holdings. If the quan¬ 


tity of butter in possession of such persons 
represents more than the eleven brown 
coupons in Ration Book No. 1, which will he 
good for butter, they must in their reports 
undertake to detach from future ration 
hooks, additional butter coupons equal to the 
remainder of the surplus.

On and after December 28, retailers must establish their right to purchase new supplies 
of butter from their suppliers by turning over to the supplier currently valid ration 
coupons equivalent to the poundage of butter ordered from the suppliers.
